year if acreage reduction had been in 
effect, B. W. Snow, LaSalle

grain statistician, said Wednesday. 


Asserting "economic necessity re- 


quired that every nation have food 
in sight to take care of its people from 
starvation," Snow aUackod govern- 
mental plans for acreage reduction 
next season as "based on a false prom- 
ise:!1 


"The widespread crop damage al- 


Jiat acreage does not determine the 
size of the wheat crop, or any other. 


"Natural factors, sun and moisture 


are the ultimate determinants wheth- 
er we shall have plethora or dearth 
of foodstuffs. Just because we have 
tiad big crops for five years or so does 
not insure that we will always have 
them as this season seems certain to 
prove. 
"If America arbitrarily had reduced 


the wheat acreage for this season, .we d 
now be considering the necessity of 
importing it. We should possibly by 
acreage reduction iiavc cut our crop 
120,000,000 bushels compared wilh full 
crops of a good year. Now our loss in 
one stale alone, because of the weath- 
er, will outstrip that aggregate." 


Snow believes actual domestic dis- 


tribution of wheat the coming year 
will cat into what some experts term

huge surplus" 
of 
350.000,000 


bushels to the extent of 150,000,000 
bushels at least. 


The nation must raise a surplus of

proved by Secretary Swanson May 10 
to replace that issued in 1931 follow- 
ing the London arms conference.

Editor The Star: I have read with 


interest the various articles and edi- 
.orials which have been appearing in 
your paper concerning the question of 
alcoholic beverages, and should like 
.he privilege of adding a brief line 
of my own. 


There is a misunderstanding abroad 


in regard to just what the question to 
be voted upon is. A man came to my 
office yesterday and soon admitted 
ihat he was under the impression that 
..he election in July was in regard to 
3.2 beer. This is not the case, as any 
person will realize by considering the 
question carefully. Congress has al- 
•eady passed upon 3.2 beer, and the 
thing that is to be considered and 
v>oted upon is whether or not the 
Eighteenth Amendment will be re- 
moved from the Constitution, or in 
other words, whether or not things 
will be thrown wide open again so far 
as Federal authprity is concerned. 


It seems to me that there are three 


reasons why we should vote to retain 
the amendment: 


1. Without the prohibition amend- 


ment it will be much more difficult 
to control the business that centers 
around liquor, for liquor business is 
essentially lawless. As evidence of 
that we find that a group of people 
who are under most circumstances of 
the very highest type, have lowered 
themselves to the rank of ordinary 
bootleggers by selling beer when the 
state and city laws forbid its sale. It 
is not a question of whether the 3.2 
is intoxicating. That is doubtful. It 
is a. question of not being willing to 
wait until proper authority has been

ular milk—not less than a pint a day 
apiece. More if you cart provide it. 
It can be "drunk- straight or used in 
cooking.

Don't allow the children to eat green 


.or hard fruit, or: over-ripe fruit. 


The Dangers of Swimming 


If they go swimming 
make them 


wait an hour after meals. And one 
hour at a time should be the limit on 
a hot day. Less on a cool one. Fresh 
water is exhausting. 


Don't allow them to go into strange 


pools or rivers. Children should never 
bathe without an older person, a good 
swimmer, along. 


Cuts and scratches should be attend- 


ed to at once. "Wash with a clean 
sterilized cloth and boiled water and 
pour on iodine or whatever antiseptic 
your doctor suggests you keep on 
hand. Have supplies such as bandages 
in the closet in case of accident. 


Tell the children at all times to 


keep their hands away from their 
mouths. Most summer illnesses are 
directly attributable to dirt and germs 
carried this way.

Blazing Air Liner in

GOODLAND, Kan.—(fi*)—A 29-year- 


old native of Little Rock, Ark., saved 
the lives of four passengers here Wed- 
nesday by bringing a blazing airplane 
to a safe knding a few moments be- 
fore It was destroyed by the explosion 
of a gasoline tank. 


He is Gordon Darnell of Kansas 


City, who coolly landed a passenger 
plane of the United Airways in acorn 
Field, hurried his passengers out and 
saved his cargo of mall and express a 
second or two before flames enveloped 
and destroyed the craft.

quota will be pledged. 


T. Roy Reid, assistant ' director in 


charge of the Extension Service, said 
that field workers reported an addi- 
tional total of 16,586 acres pledged 
Wednesday. A total of 6,125 acres 
was pledged in Pulaski county, and 
this county's campaign was scheduled 
to end Thursday night. 


Seriously handicapped by .lack of 


acreage reduction contracts, the cam- 
paign failed to get started the first 
two days of the movement in many 
secions and a few agents were still 
without contracts Thursday but were 
expected to be supplied by Friday as 
information from Washington indi- 
cated that the blanks were in the 
mail, Mr. Reid said. 


"Reports from county agents say 


that farmers attending community and 
county-wide meetings are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the government's of- 
fer," Mr. Reir said. "Thousands of 
acres have already been offered 'in 
contracts for abandonment and are in 


the broce*s of inspection by local c*ot&> 
mittecmen, who cannot Mail reports 
in to us until the land has been in* 
spected. totals resulting from inspec^.

"Wash with a clean 
sterilized cloth and boiled water and 
pour on iodine or whatever antiseptic 
your doctor suggests you keep on 
hand. Have supplies such as bandages 
in the closet in case of accident. 


Tell the children at all times to 


keep their hands away from their 
mouths. Most summer illnesses are 
directly attributable to dirt and germs 
carried this way.

649 acres of Arkansas cotton had been 
reported pledged for 
abandonment 


under the federal acreage reduction 
plan Thursday night, officials of the 
state Agricultural Extension Service 
said they were confident that the slat's 
quota will be pledged. 


T. Roy Reid, assistant ' director in 


charge of the Extension Service, said 
that field workers reported an addi- 
tional total of 16,586 acres pledged 
Wednesday. A total of 6,125 acres 
was pledged in Pulaski county, and 
this county's campaign was scheduled 
to end Thursday night. 


Seriously handicapped by .lack of 


acreage reduction contracts, the cam- 
paign failed to get started the first 
two days of the movement in many 
secions and a few agents were still 
without contracts Thursday but were 
expected to be supplied by Friday as 
information from Washington indi- 
cated that the blanks were in the 
mail, Mr. Reid said. 


"Reports from county agents say 


that farmers attending community and 
county-wide meetings are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the government's of- 
fer," Mr. Reir said. "Thousands of 
acres have already been offered 'in 
contracts for abandonment and are in 


the broce*s of inspection by local c*ot&> 
mittecmen, who cannot Mail reports 
in to us until the land has been in* 
spected. totals resulting from inspec^. 
tions Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
are expected to be much larger."

of Arkansas College of Agriculture,

G'ne of the exhibits at the Century 


of Progress Exposition in Chicago is a 
.concession in«Swhich ..the ..exhibitors 
have collected » remarkable series of 
cases of skin disease. 


One of these exhibits includes two 


cases of what skin specialists call cutis 
elastica. It is a condition in which 
the conective tissue of the skin has 
disappeared due to a constitutional 
disorder, allowing the skin to be ex- 
ceedingly elastic so that the victim 
may easily be called an "India rubber 
man." It is possible, in these cases, to* 
stretch the skin eight or ten inches 
|and then to let go of it so that it 
flips back. In the cases shown, how- 
ever, the skin has already been 
stretched so often that it hangs down 
in long folds. 


There is also a case of ichthyosis, or 


so-called "fish skin" disease. The man 
exhibited has a skin which appears 
like the scales of a fish. Most auth- 
orities agree that this disease is in- 
herited. There are records of seven 
Norwegian families in which the dis- 
ease occurred frequently. 


Another of the exhibits is a patient 


with elephantiasis of the legs. This 
condition occurs principally in tropi- 
cal countries. 


An unusual parasite gets into the 


channels which drain the lymph from 
the body and causes a thickening of 
the tissues due to lack of .drainage of 
this material. The patient' at the ex- 
hibit is called "the man with the ele- 
phant legs," and should be recognized 
as a case of disease, rather than an 
extraordinarily abnormal human be- 
ing. 


Another of the strange cases exhib- 


ited is a woman whose lips have de- 
veloped so that they are exceedingly 
thickened, giving her face a somewhat 
horse-like appearance. 


Especially Interesting is a case of 


vitiligo, in which pigment' disappears 
from the skin irregularly giving the 
person who suffers from this disorder 
a leopard-like appearance. 


The fantastic vocabulary of the side 


show labels such curiosities as "leop- 
ard-men," "tiger-women," "dog-faced- 
boy" or "mule-faced-woman," realiz- 
ing that suph designations take from 
the diseases exhibited some of. both 
the horror and pity with which they 
are usually viewed. 


In every collection of this character, 


whether in side shows or circuses or 
in freak exhibits generally, the physi- 
cian finds much of interest because 
practically all of the persons exhibit- 
ed represent cases of unusual disease 
or monstrosities at birth.

G'ne of the exhibits at the Century 


of Progress Exposition in Chicago is a 
.concession in«Swhich ..the ..exhibitors 
have collected » remarkable series of 
cases of skin disease. 


One of these exhibits includes two 


cases of what skin specialists call cutis 
elastica. It is a condition in which 
the conective tissue of the skin has 
disappeared due to a constitutional 
disorder, allowing the skin to be ex- 
ceedingly elastic so that the victim 
may easily be called an "India rubber 
man." It is possible, in these cases, to* 
stretch the skin eight or ten inches 
|and then to let go of it so that it 
flips back. In the cases shown, how- 
ever, the skin has already been 
stretched so often that it hangs down 
in long folds. 


There is also a case of ichthyosis, or 


so-called "fish skin" disease. The man 
exhibited has a skin which appears 
like the scales of a fish. Most auth- 
orities agree that this disease is in- 
herited. There are records of seven 
Norwegian families in which the dis- 
ease occurred frequently. 


Another of the exhibits is a patient 


with elephantiasis of the legs. This 
condition occurs principally in tropi- 
cal countries. 


An unusual parasite gets into the 


channels which drain the lymph from 
the body and causes a thickening of 
the tissues due to lack of .drainage of 
this material. The patient' at the ex- 
hibit is called "the man with the ele- 
phant legs," and should be recognized 
as a case of disease, rather than an 
extraordinarily abnormal human be- 
ing. 


Another of the strange cases exhib- 


ited is a woman whose lips have de- 
veloped so that they are exceedingly 
thickened, giving her face a somewhat 
horse-like appearance. 


Especially Interesting is a case of 


vitiligo, in which pigment' disappears 
from the skin irregularly giving the 
person who suffers from this disorder 
a leopard-like appearance. 


The fantastic vocabulary of the side 


show labels such curiosities as "leop- 
ard-men," "tiger-women," "dog-faced- 
boy" or "mule-faced-woman," realiz- 
ing that suph designations take from 
the diseases exhibited some of. both 
the horror and pity with which they 
are usually viewed. 


In every collection of this character, 


whether in side shows or circuses or 
in freak exhibits generally, the physi- 
cian finds much of interest because 
practically all of the persons exhibit- 
ed represent cases of unusual disease 
or monstrosities at birth.

The millions he had 
taken out of the company started by 
himself and Adolph Zukor were pour- 
ed back into It when poor business 
demanded them. But still more mil- 
lions were .needed. Banking Interests 
came forward to finance the studio,

and reorganize it. Soon Lasky no 
longer was with the company he had 
helped to build. His stock, bought at 
an average price of $65 per share, had 
to be sold for $1 a share. 


But still he didn't give up. The 


once powerful man who had become 
one of the millions of unemployed, 
set out to find another job. But, ex- 
cept that which came from a few 
close friends, there was no sympathy 
for him as there was for jobless ac- 
tors who tramped the streets. He had 
the reputation of being a wealthy 
man. 
Few seemed to realize that he 


had become practically penniless. 


Lasky had two big advantages, how- 


ever—the courage to start over again 
and the brains which would make 
him a valuable asset. He knew how 
to make pictures. Other studio exec- 
utibes recognized that fact. So, two 
months after he found himself job- 
less, he became an associate producer 
at the Fox studio. He no longer was 
the absolute head of a big studio. But 
he was starting to amass a second 
fortune and was doing the work he 
liked. 


"There is one big advantage a man 


has in staging a comeback," Lasky 
said. "That is the confidence he has 
in what he is doing. When starting 
out the first time, about all you can 
do is feel your way along. The sec- 
ond time, you know from experience 
what should and should not be done. 


"One of the '.outstanding lessons 


which came to me during my recent 
experience was the kindness and loy- 
alty of other T>crsons. The motion 
picture business usually is regarded 
as being quite heartless. I found it to 
be just the contrary. Flayers and di- 
rectors whom I had started out, offer- 
ed to work for me for nothing if it 
would help me to get started again. 
That one thing has made me a more 
considerate person, and thus a bet- 
ter producer."

So I'm capturing these beautiful 
colors and delicious tastes in jellies 
and jams. 


Quite as' appealing as the marvel- 


ous ripe berries themselves are the 
attractive price tags on them. The

concern to .everyone these days. 
During my frequent visits to the 
White House I hear much talk of 
food economy and low-cost menus. 
Certainly one of the best savings 
to be effected now is in fresh fruits. 


If you, know, your science, Jelly 


and jam making nre no trouble. 
I wouldn't have tlr,» to make them 
If they wore. Thanks to the short- 
boil method and bottled fruit pectin 
which insures jellying, this ancient 
art has become one of the a.b.c.'s 
of kitchen accomplishments. 


Hero are some recipes to follow:

Huckleberry Jam 


•i'/i cups (3V'« Ibs.) prepared fruit 


7 cups (3 Ibs.) sugar 
1 bottle fruit pectin 
./ 


To prepare fruit, crush about 2 quarts 


fully ripe berries. 
Add juice of 1 lemon 


and grated rind of H lemon. 


Measure sugar and prepared fruit Into 


largo kettle, mix well, and bring to » 
full rolling boll over hottest fire. 
Stir 


constantly before and while boiling. Boll 
hard 2 minutes. 
Remove from fire and 
stir In fruit pectin. Skim; pour quickly.
